Ancient Craft Masonry— 

Commence their era with the creation of the world, calling 
it Anno Lucis (A.L.) "in the year of Light.” To get the 
present date add 4,000 years to the common era—1921 
and 4,000 equal to 6,924. 

Royal Arch— 

Date from the year in which the Temple was commenced 
by Zerubbable Anno Inventions (A. I.) "in the year of 
discovery.” Add 530 to the vulgar era—1924 and 530 
equal to 2,454. 

Scottish Rite— 

Same as Ancient Craft Masonry—except the Jewish 
chronology is used—Anno Mundi (A.M.) “in the year 
of the world.” To get the common era add 3,760, thus: 
1924 and 3,760 equal to 5,684. After September add an¬ 
other year. 

Royal and Select Masters— 

Date from the year in which the Temple of Solomon was 
completed—Anno Depositionis (A. Dcp.) "in the year of 
the deposit.” Add 1,000 to the common era, thus - 1924 
and 1,000 equal to 2,924. 

Knights Templar— 

Commence their era with the organization of their order 
Anno Ordinis (A. O.) "in the vear of the Order.” From 
the Christian era take 1,118, thus: 1924 less 1,118 equal 


Order of High Priesthood— 

Date from the year of the blessing of Abraham by the 
High Priest Melchisedek—Anno Benefacio (A. B.). To 
the Christian era add 1913, thus: 1924 and 1913 equal 
to 3,837.

CONFIRMATION OF 

MINUTES OF LAST ANNUAL CONVOCATION 


On motion of M. E. Comp. J. N. Rankin, seconded by R. E. Comp. 
F. S. Selwood, it was 

RESOLVED, That, as the Proceedings of the Ninth Annual 
Convocation, held in the City of Edmonton, on the 14th of March, 
1923, had been printed ,and copies placed in the hands of the Chapters 
of this Jurisdiction, the recorded minutes be considered as read and 
the same be now confirmed. 


RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 

At this time, the Grand First Principal instructed M.E. Comp' 
J. N. Rankin and R.E. Comp. W. C. Black to retire and introduce 
Ex. Comp. G. W. Webster, Mayor of Calgary, and R.E. Comp. F. S. 
Selwood, Chairman of the School Board of Calgary. 

Ex. Comp. George H. Webster, Mayor of the City of 
Calgary, was announced and upon being introduced by M.E. Comp. 
J. N. Rankin, was received with Grand Honors, welcomed by M.E. 
Comp. W. T. Coote, Grand First Principal, and invited to address the 
Grand Chapter. 

Ex. Comp. Webster, on behalf of the Citizens of Calgary, then ex¬ 
tended to the Officers and Members of Grand Chapter a hearty welcome 
to the City of Calgary. Continuing, His Worship referred to the remark¬ 
able progress made by the Royal Craft in this Jurisdiction since his 
first experiences in Capitular Masonry in Calgary some twenty odd 
years ago and especially during the ten years that have elapsed since 
the erection of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. The City of Calgary 
owed much of its progress to the sturdy pioneers who were members 
of the Craft and, as Chief Magistrate of the City, he appreciated highly 
the beneficial influence being exerted by Masonic Organizations in 
the City and Province. The City of Calgary had met with difficulties 
in the years just passed but he was happy to say they had been met 
with courage and ability and he was confident that the future held 
every prospect of success and prosperity, provided the citizens continued 
to exhibit the same degree of energy, confidence and fearlessness as 
in the past. His Worship, the Mayor, concluded by extending his 
best wishes for the success of the Annual Convocation and the hope 
that the visit of the Companions to the City of Calgary would be not 
only conducive to the welfare of the Royal Craft but also be a period 
of pleasure and enjoyment to the individual Companions. 

R.E. Comp. F. S. Selwood, Chairman of the Calgary Public School 
Board, was then invited to the Grand East and delivered to the Com¬ 
panions a further brief message of welcome. R.E. Comp. Selwood 
thanked the Grand First Principal for the courtesy extended to him 
on account of his position and expressed his pleasure at being associated 
with Ex. Comp. Webster, the Mayor, in welcoming the Companions 
to Calgary. He was proud of the Educational Institutions of the City 
and especially its Public School System. The education of our children 
was a subject in which the Companions should take a deep and abiding 
interest and he believed the Masons of Calgary were alive to their 
obligations of this kind. He praised the work of Ex. Comp. Webster, 
as Mayor, and expressed the pleasure it gave him to co-operate in civic 
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affairs with His Worship. The spirit of the times was progressive 
and the members of the Royal Craft could perform no better service 
than to exert their influence in supporting a wise and constructive 
policy of education to the end that the Royal Arch Masons of the future 
may be so trained and educated as to appreciate, even better than our- 
selves, their priveleges and duties to the Craft and their fellow citizens. 


The Companions were called to order and the Grand Chapter 
proceeded with its regular order of business. 
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Address of the Grand First Principal 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 
Companions: 

It affords me great pleasure to welcome you to this, our Tenth 
Annual Convocation. I trust that our deliberations may be such 
that we will all return to our respective homes feeling that our labours 
have not been in vain but that we have received both pleasure and 
profit. 

Let us express our thanks to The Great Jehovah for the many 
blessings He has bestowed on us during the past year: especially let 
us give thanks for the bountiful harvest with which he has blessed 
our Province. 

Since we last met, a number of our Companions have passed on 
to their reward. The Committee on Fraternal Dead will deal fully 
with this matter, but I feel that I would be remiss in my duty if I did 
not refer to the passing of our late beloved Companion, Hiram Darling, 
Past Grand First Principal of this Grand Chapter. M. Ex. Comp. 
Darling was Grand Z. in the years 1921 and 1922, although he was 
unable, on account of ill-health, to perform the active duties of the 
Office. His mortal remains were laid to rest at Warkworth, Ontario, 
the place of his early youth, but his memory will ever live green in the 
minds of the Companions who knew him so well. 

In reviewing my work during the past year, I feel that I have 
come far short of filling the Office as it should have been, but I have 
given it my best and I trust that I may have sown a little seed on good 
ground that will bring forth Good Fruit. 

The past year has been the most harmonious one in our history, 
as I have not been called on to settle any difference, to censure any 
Chapter, or any Companion. 

The Grand Chapter of Alberta, having granted to Strathcona 
Chapter No. 25 the necessary authority to perform all the duties and 
enjoy all the privileges of a subordinate Chapter, it was my pleasure 
to duly constitute them as such on April 11th, 1923. This was my 
first Official act, and the occasion was a very pleasant Masonic event. 
I was accompanied and assisted by M. Ex. Comp. M. M. Downey, 
M. Ex. Comp. G. B. McLeod, Rt. Ex. Comps, W. M. MacNab, E. 
C. Dunlop, V. Ex. Comp. C. W. Coppock, and Ex. Comps. R. H. 
Johnston, Colin Allen and G. W. Potter. This Chapter has a good set 
of Officers, a good field and should do well. I also had the pleasure at 
this meeting of presenting M. Ex. Comp. G. B. McLeod with a Past 
Grand First Principal’s jewel. 

On April 20th, I visited Keystone Chapter No. 12 and, assisted 
by Rt. Ex. Comp. W. J. Stephenson, I installed and invested the 
officers for the ensuing year. I had the great pleasure at this meeting 
of presenting Rt. Ex. Comp. W. J. Stephenson with a Life Member- 
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ship Parchment a sa token of appreciation of his services in Keystone 
Chapter No. 12. I was also honoured on this occasion by being pre¬ 
sented with a Life Membership Certificate by Comp. Geo. Murray 
on behalf of Keystone Chapter No. 12. I had the pleasure on this 
occasion of being accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. E. C. Locke, Rt. 
Ex. Comp. J. A. McGhee, Rt. Ex. Comp. W. E. Lord, V. Ex. Comp. 
H. H. Humber and Ex. Comp. Robt. Taylor. 

I visited this Chapter again on November 27th, accompanied by 
M. Ex. Comp. M. M. Downey. This was a get-together night and 
there was a good attendance and a splendid feeling prevailed. This 
Chapter is in good shape and while they have not done much 
work during the past year I am looking for them to have a good year 
in 1924. 

On May 22nd, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. W. M. MacNab, 
I visited North Star Chapter No. 2 and witnessed the conferring of 
the M.E.M. and R.A.M. degrees on three candidates. The work 
was done in a very creditable manner. The attendance at the meetings 
of this Chapter is not as good as it should be, but I think it is im¬ 
proving and think it will be better under the skilful management of 
its present Officers. 

On June 11th, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. J. E. Johnson, 
Rt. Ex. Comp. R. C. Rankin, Rt. Ex. Comp. W. C. Black and Rt. 
Ex. Comp. J. R. Flan, I visited Alberta Chanter No. 1. The R.A.M. 
degree was conferred by Ex. Comp. Frank Milne and his Officers in 
their usual, very efficient manner. I had the pleasure at this meeting 
of being introduced by our old esteemed friend M. Ex. Comp. J. N. 
Rankin, and also of investing V. Plx. Comp. Cooper with the Grand 
Organist’s regalia. 

On June 12th, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. S. Middleton, 
Rt. Ex. Comp. R. C. Rankin, Rt. Ex. Comp. W. C. Black and a number 
of other Calgary Companions I visited Golden West Chapter No. 5, 
and received the royal welcome that is always given Grand Chapter 
Officers by Golden West Chapter. There was no degree work, but the 
Officers went through the regular business and closed the Chapter in 
a way that left no doubt in my mind as to how they do their work. 
After the closing of the Chapter we were entertained at a splendid 
banquet and by an exceptionally good address by Rt. Ex. Comp. 
Middleton. 

On June 14th, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. S. Middleton and 
Rt. Ex. Comp. H. W. B. Bell, I visited Strathmore Chapter No. 21. 
The M.E.M. degree was conferred by Ex. Comp. Taylor in a very 
creditable manner, and although the attendance was not large wo had 
a very good meeting. This Chapter is very fortunate in having two 
such loyal supporters as Rt. Ex. Comp. Bell and Rt. Ex. Comp. Mercer. 

On July 10th, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. Wm. M. MacNab, 
I visited Vermilion Chapter No. 14, where we received a warm welcome 
from the Officers and Companions. They exemplified the R.A.M. 
degree without a candidate in a very creditable manner, after which 
a very helpful discussion on the work took place. This Chapter is 
doing good work. 
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On August 15th, accompanied by M. Ex. Comp. M. M. Downey 
and Rt. Ex. Comp. VV. J. Stephenson, I visited Joseph Stauffer Chapter 
No. 22. Unfortunately, a heavy rainstorm in the afternoon made the 
roads almost impassable and a large number of Companions from 
Calgary and other points wore unable to be there. The degree work 
was well done and this Chapter is in a very healthy condition. 

On September 10th, I visited Norwood Chapter No. 18. The 
regular business of the meeting and the degree work was carried on 
in a very creditable manner, after which wo were well entertained in 
tho banquet room. 

On October 18th I visited Mount Horeb Chapter No. 6. There 
was no work on, and the evening was spent in a discussion as to how 
they might create moro interest in tho Chapter. This Chapter is not 
doing as well as 1 think it should, but I look for it to do bettor in 1924. 

On November 13th, accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. J. E. Johnson. 
Rt. Ex. Comp. E. (J. Ironside, and Rt. Ex. Comp. J. R. Elan f visited 
Tau Cross Chapter No. 1(5, where we were joined by M. Ex. Comp. 
N. T. McLeod. Rt. Ex. Comp. H. O. Haslarn, Rt. Ex. Comp. J. E. 
Rannard, Ex. Comp. W. B. Way and a number of other Companions 
from Lethbridge and Madcod. The II.A.M. degree was conferred by 
Ex. Comp. Marsh and his Officers in a practically perfect manner. 
This was one of the- best Chapter meetings it has over been my privilege 
to attend, and when wo consider that this Chapter eight months pre¬ 
vious was seriously considering the surrender of their Charter, it shows 
the good work that Ex. Comp. Marsh and his Officers have been doing, 
and is an example to somo of tho other Chapters, that think they are 
having a hard time. 

On November 14th, Rt. Ex. Comp. Haslarn and a couple of the 
other Claresholm Companions drove us ovor to Lethbridge where wo 
were met by Rt.

This 
was a splendid meeting as every Chapter in tho District was rep¬ 
resented.

J. R. Elan (in the absence 
of the Grand Locturer) gave a criticism of the work and a very useful

J. E. Johnson, 
Rt. Ex. Comp. E. G. Ironside, Rt. Ex. Comp. J- R. Elan and Rt. Ex. 
Comp. W. ( 5 . Black. The meeting was under tho direction of Rt. 
Ex. Comp. R. C. Rankin and Rt. Ex. Comp. H. W. B. Bell. 
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On December 6th, I visited Coronation Chapter No. 23 and was 
accompanied by Rt. Ex. Comp. W. J. Haynes. While this was a regular 
meeting of Coronation Chapter, it was also the Chapter of Instruction 
for District No. 2, and while only two of the Chapters in the District 
were represented, it was a splendid meeting. The Officers of Cor¬ 
onation Chapter conferred the R.A.M. degree in a very able manner, 
after which Rt. Ex. Comp. E. C. Locke corrected the very few mistakes 
made in the work. After the closing of the Chapter we wore enter¬ 
tained by Coronation Chapter to a banquet at the hotel. 

On December 14th, a Chapter of Instruction for District No. 1, 
was held in Edmonton under the direction of Rt. Ex. Comp. Wm. M. 
MacNab. The M.M.M. degree was conferred by the Officers of North 
Star Chapter No. 2 and the M.E.M. degree by the Officers of Strath- 
cona Chapter No. 25 in the afternoon, after which we were entertained 
at supper by the District and in the evening the Officers of Capital 
City Chapter No. 13 conferred the R.A.M. degree on a number of 
candidates. There was a good attendance and the work was well done. 

E. G. Ironside 
and met a number of old friends in tho persons of M. Ex. Comp. CJ.

Armstrong and Rt. Ex. Comp. D. McIntosh. 

On January 23rd, 1924, I visited Crescent Chapter, accompanied 
by M. Ex. Comp. S. Y. Taylor, M.E. Comp. J. N. Rankin, Rt. Ex. 
Comp. F. S. Selwood and Rt. Ex. Comp. E. G. Ironside. There was 
no degree work, but a very pleasant, and profitable evening was spent 
in a discussion of Royal Arch Masonry, and a splendid address by 
M. Ex. Comp. S. Y. Taylor, after which we were entertained to a high 
class banquet and entertainment.

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

I have the honour to submit my report as Grand Superintendent 
of District No. 2 for the past year. 

During my term of office, I made one official visit to each Chapter 
of the District. Although numerically the District is small, the dif¬ 
ficulties of travel are great, and, to my regret, I found visitation 
almost impracticable. 

While there has been little increase in membership, and in some 
cases the attendance is not as large as would be desired, the utmost 
harmony prevails throughout the District, and, on the whole, Capitular 
Masonry can be said to be in a fairly healthy condition. 

On April 20th, I accompanied M. Ex. Comp. Coote on his official 
visit to Keystone Chapter No. 12, at Red Deer, at which time I was 
installed in my present office. There was a good attendance and we 
were very cordially received. The officers of the Chapter were in¬ 
stalled by M. Ex. Comp. Coote, after which several very interesting 
addresses were given by the newly installed officers and visiting Com¬ 
panions, among whom was M. Wor. Bro. Murray, present Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Alberta. Later'we were further enter¬ 
tained at a very enjoyable repast in the banquet room. This Chapter 
is in excellent condition, being the largest in the District, and has shown 
some progress during the year. Having some eight Lodges to draw from, 
its prospects should be good. 

On November 14th, accompanied by Ex. Comps. Taylor and 
Pepper of Coronation Chapter, I visited Mount Olivet Chapter No. 
17, at Killam, where we were given a very hospitable reception. The 
M.M.M. Degree was conferred by the regular officers of the Chapter 
in an impressive manner. Considering the fact that most of the Officers 
reside at a considerable distance and rehearsal would be impracticable, 
their work-is very creditable. While the'out-of-Town Companions 
were in the majority, the attendance was good and an enthusiastic 
spirit prevailed. This Chapter has shown some increase in member¬ 
ship, and should have excellent prospects for the future. 

On November 22nd I visited Mount Horeb Chapter No. 6, at 
Wetaskiwin. The attendance was small but the Officers were competent 
and performed their work with dignity and precision. There being no 
degree work, after the business was disposed of, there was a general 
and interesting discussion of Masonic topics, which was later continued 
in the banquet hall. Altogether a very pleasant and instructive 
evening was spent. This Chapter has made no progress during the 
year, and the attendance is also disappointing. This is probably 
largely due to the fact that a great number of the Companions reside 
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a long distance away. They have several very capable officers, and, 
with the display of a little more energy and enthusiasm, should be able 
to put their Chapter in a healthier condition. 

On December 6th, I held a Chapter of Instruction at Coronation, 
which was also the occasion of the official visit of M. Ex. Comp. Coote 
to Coronation Chapter No. 23. Owing to the inconveniences of travel 
none of the Companions from Mount Horeb or Keystone Chapters 
were able to attend. There was a good attendance of the Companions 
of Coronation Chapter and a number also attended from Mount Olivet 
Chapter. The R.A. Degree was exemplified by Ex. Comp. Taylor, 
acting First Principal, and the regular officers of Coronation Chapter. 
After the work had been criticised and discussed, the Chapter listened 
to a most inspiring address by M. Ex. Comp. Coote. A very pleasant 
and profitable evening was concluded with a banquet after the Chapter 
closed. 

Being a member of Coronation Chapter No. 23,1 have attended all 
of their meetings. I made my official visit on the 3rd of January, at 
which time I installed their Officers elect. This Chapter has been 
greatly handicapped by the loss of some of their most active Officers. 
In particular the First Principal Ex. Comp. Storey moved from the 
District soon after his election and was not able to attend regularly. 
However, the work has been carried on and the Chapter had a reason¬ 
able good year. The new Officers are much interested in their work 
and the Chapter should make good progress. 

I have learned that one Chapter has received and dealt with 
applications from Brethren residing outside of their territorial juris¬ 
diction, without first obtaining the consent of the Chapter to which 
such applications should have been directed. Since I felt sure that 
their action had been due solely to inadvertence, I have thought it 
sufficient to call their attention to the omission and suggest that they 
guard themselves against similar error in the future. 

All Chapters in the District are in a good financial condition. 
Some are carrying more arrears of dues than advisable, but I under¬ 
stand that they are giving the matter consideration. The duties of 
the Scribes E. are uniformly well performed, except that in no case 
is the Chapter History being kept to date. 1 have strongly urged that 
this omission be rectified. 

I have found my duties both pleasant and instructive. I wish 
to thank the Officers and Companions of each Chapter for the courtesy 
with which I have been received and for the honour they conferred in 
electing me to this office.

Capitular Masonry in this District, I am pleased to state, is in 
a healthy condition, and the Chapters are in the hands of capable 
Officers. The Degrees have been conferred in a manner that would 
leave a good impression on the minds of the Candidates. The attend¬

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

As Grand Superintendent of District No. 4, it gives- me much 
pleasure to submit the following report. 

Capitular Masonry has made a large increase in membership in 
this District by the institution of two new Chapters, although two 
Chapters have been practically at a standstill as regards new material, 
but their prospects are much brighter for the coming year. 

The Work in all Chapters in this District, has been and is being 
done in a very uniform and creditable manner in all degrees. 

On June 11th, accompanied by R. Ex. Comp. E. G. Ironside, I 
visited Hiram Chapter No. 19, Youngstown, when R.E. Comp. Oliver 
Cowin, assisted by R.E. Comp. E. Ironside and myself, installed the 
Officers for the year. Hiram Chapter made this occasion a field day 
and the Officers, assisted by Past Officers, conferred all three Degrees 
in a very able manner on a very large class. This Chapter takes in 
a very large territory and on account of the Officers being mostly 
farmers, it was decided to hold all candidates until their busy season 
was over.

7th, when routine business only was conducted, and to Alberta Chapter 
on June 25th, when the H.R. Arch Degree was conferred in their usual 
exemplary manner. 

On January 8th, Alberta Chapter No. 1, Otuskwan Chapter No. 9 
and Calgary Chapter No. 11, held a joint installation of Officers, when 
R.E. Comp. R. C. Rankin, Grand Superintendent of District No. 
3, took charge of the meeting, and assisted by R.E. Comp. J. E. John¬ 
son, R.E. Comp. E. G. Ironside, R.E. Comp. J. R. Flan and a number 
of other Grand Chapter Officers including myself, installed the Officers 
of the three Chapters for 1924. 

After the ceremony a number of presentations were made. All 
the Immediate Past Principals receiving Jewels, and on behalf of 
Alberta No. 1, Y.E. Comp.

On November 15th, Districts Nos. 3 and 4 held a Joint Chapter 
of Instruction in Calgary which was well attended by the Companions 
of both Districts, although the attendance from the country Chapters 
was not as good as we would have liked to see. Still, if the country 
Chapters had been fully represented we would not have had room for 
the meeting. 

M.E. Comp. W. T. Coote, R.E. Comp. J, E. Johnson, Grand First 
and Second Principals and nearly all Grand Chapter Officers within 
range of Calgary were present. The Grand Lecturer R.E. Comp.

The discussions 
were of little importance and I am sure many of those present had 
questions of greater moment to bring forward for the good of the Craft, 
so I would like to suggest that the Companions give some advance 
thought to these gatherings and come with their questions prepared, 
so they will not miss a real opportunity to receive information. I 
have seen the Officers of Alberta No. 1 exemplify the H.R.A. Degree 
in a smarter manner than they did on this occasion but still the com¬ 
panions present found very little room to criticise the work of Alberta’s 
premier Chapter. Apart from the excellent addresses given by some 
of the Grand Officers, and the social aspects of the gathering i believe 
that the results attained were not in keeping with the occasion and 
would therefore like to suggest that Districts 3 and 4 should each 
have their own Chapter of instruction to derive the most benefit there¬ 
from. This is not said with any sense of regret over the meeting, 
but from a desire to make these meetings more useful in future. 

As already mentioned, there were two Chapters instituted in 
District No 4 in my year of office. Harmony Chapter at Bassano, 
was instituted in accordance with the recommendation made at 
the last Grand Chapter Convocation. A number of Grand 
Chapter Officers, including M.E. Comp. W. T. Coote, R.E. 



Comp. J. E. Johnson, R.E. Comp. E. G. Ironside and V.E. Comp. 
W. W. Lent, with about sixty Calgary, Strathmore and Gleichen 
Companions, made the trip to Bassano on April 25th. 

R.E. Comp. J. R. Flan, the Immediate Past Grand Superintendent 
of the fourth District, took charge of the meeting, as he was more in¬ 
timately in touch with the business than 1 was. The Degrees were 
conferred upon a class of about twelve candidates by the Officers of 
the Calgary Chapters, Alberta No. 1 and Otuskwan No 9 in a very 
efficient manner. 

The Officers of Harmony Chapter are doing splendid work, and 
although 1 have not been able to pay them another visit as i hoped to 
do, 1 have kept in touch with some of their Officers and Members 
and thus with their progress. Whilst this Chapter is governed by such 
a hard working Principal as Ex. Comp. H. Stainsleigh, who travels 
some forty miles to attend the meetings, 1 think we have little to fear 
for the welfare of the Royal Craft in this locality. 

It indeed affords me great pleasure to recommend that they be 
granted a Charter at this Grand Convocation. 

Sometime in November a number of Companions Resident in 
the town of Drumheller, presented a petition for the formation of a 
Chapter in Drumheller, and as I had already made the necessary in¬ 
vestigations, I recommended this petition to the M.E. the Grand 
First Principal for his approval. 

On January 22nd, a special car travelled from Calgary conveying 
about thirty five Companions from the Calgary and Strathmore Chapt¬ 
ers to Drumheller in support of the Grand First Principal upon the 
occasion of the institution of this Chapter known as “Eheyeh” Chapter. 
Quite a number of Grand Chapter Officers accompanied us on this 

The M.E., the Grand First Principal, assisted by the Grand Chapter 
Officers present, installed the Officers of this new Chapter, after which 
the Companions of Alberta No. 1 and Otuskwan No. 9 took charge 
and conferred the M.M.M., M.E.M. and H.R.A. Degrees upon a class 
of twenty four Candidates in their usual exemplary manner. 

Eheyeh Chapter has got away to a good start and those in com¬ 
mand are well skilled and capable Companions. They have a large 
and fertile field to work in and from the assurances they have given, 
that quality and not quantity is to be their object, I feel that this 
Chapter is going to be a credit to Capitular Masonry in general and 
to the Grand Chapter of Alberta in particular. 

The harmonious manner in which the day’s proceedings were 
carried out calls for special mention, as from the arrival of the train 
at Drumheller until our departure next morning, everything moved 
along quietly and smoothly like a well regulated machine. The Drum¬ 
heller Companions are to be heartily commended for the splendid 
manner in which they provided entertainment for the Visitors. 

The addresses delivered by M.E. Comp. W. T. Coote on both 
these occasions will long be remembered by those present. He called 
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attention to the possibilities and opportunities which were ours if 
we but took hold of those things for which our Order stands. 

The record of these institutions would be incomplete if we did not 
give credit to Y.E. Comp. W. F. W. Lent for the great interest he 
showed in getting these two new Chapters away to a right start. I 
believe that he was entirely responsible for these Chapters being equipp- 
sd with the finest furniture and paraphanalia to be found in any Chapt¬ 
ers in the Province of Alberta, having made a large amount of this 
furniture himself. In both instances the furniture has been made 
under his special supervision; the best workmanship and material hav¬ 
ing been used in its construction, and every care taken to have it con¬ 
form in the minutest details, to plans and specifications called for by 
the work and constitution. 

I must also tender my sincere thanks to the Officers and Members 
of these two Calgary Chapters, Alberta No. 1 and Otuskwan No. 9, 
for the personal sacrifices which they made and the hard work they 
performed to make the institution of these new Chapters a success. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my heartfelt thanks and appreci¬ 
ation to all the Officers and Companions of the Chapters in District 
No. 4 for the many kindnesses received at their hands during my term 
of office, and also for the honor conferred on me in electing me as their 
Grand Superintendent. I also wish to thank R.E. Comp. R. C. Rankin, 
Grand Superintendent of District No. 3, for the assistance he has 
given me, and the courtesies he has shown me at all the meetings in 
Calgary.

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Grand Scribe E’s Report 


Calgary, Alberta, March 6th, 1924. 


To the Most Excellent, 

The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta: 

I have the honor to present the Financial Statement and Report 
for the year ending 29th of February, 1924. 

Again, a busy year has passed by, and our Noble Order, although 
not increasing much, numerically, in this Grand Jurisdiction, has, 
I am sure, played a worthy part in helping to shape the destinies of 
this new province, with its numbers of active, aggressive young men. 

Our Chapters are having somewhat of a struggle to keep progress¬ 
ing, but, I believe the experience has its benefits, for, besides knitting 
us closer together, as companions in the Chapter, we are learning to 
know one another more intimately, and we are finding out that “mak¬ 
ing new members” is not the great end of Masonry. 

Various disappointments, over which I had no control, caused 
the last Grand Chapter Proceedings to be issued, long after tney should 
have been. 

As authorized, I 'purchased an additional unit for the oak filing 
cabinet. 

The Grand Chapter Library, consisting of the Annual Proceedings, 
for past years, of this and other Grand Jurisdictions, was placed in 
the office of the Secretary of Grand Lodge. Most Excellent Companion 
S. Y. Taylor graciously received and found a place for them. 

The Grand First Principal requested that I procure from the 
Grand Lecturer of the Grand Chapter of Canada, J. B. Nixon, the 
Staff of Judah, as used in that Jurisdiction. I have it on display, 

Consideraoly more regalia, jewels, and other supplies has been 
purchased by the chapters, this year, through the Grand Scribe E. 

Many of the Chapters are now presenting Past First Principal 
Certificates to those entitled to them. 

Most of the Scrioes E. are doing good work, but there are a few, 
who do not mark down, at once, dates of degrees conferred, demits, 
suspensions, etc., and, at the end of the year, forget the details, and 
have trouble making out their Annual Reports. Nearly all got their 
reports to me in good time, and those who were late had good excuses. 

Some Scribes E. in remitting to me, do not always send the exact 
amounts owing to Grand Chapter, nor do they specify what the amount 
is in payment of. This makes trouble for me, as I do not know how, 
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or to what, to apportion the money. Others forget the exchange on 
cheques, or allow too much. To be a good Scribe E. requires strict 
attention. 

Some Scribes E., in stating the business to come before the Chap¬ 
ter, on the Chapter Notices, are very brief, merely saying, “General 
Business,” or, “Such business as may come before the Chapter.” I 
would suggest that, if a degree is to be conferred, the names of the 
companions, awaiting the degree, be published. 

This year, I issued 165 Royal Arch Certificates—8 less than last 
year. 

The Benevolent Fund now amounts to $967.85. All arrears 
have now been paid. In addition, Hillvue Chapter gave $33.00. 
One hundred dollars was presented to the Grand Lodge Benevolent 
Fund, as ordered by the last Grand Chapter Convocation.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONDITION OF CAPITULAR 
MASONRY 

To the Most Excellent the Grand Z., Officers and Companions 
of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

Your committee begs to state that the reports of the Grand Super¬ 
intendents and Grand Scribe E., have been carefully examined. Even a 
casual glance at these reports reveals evidence of the solidity of the Grand 
Chapter of Alberta. 

It is now a decade since this Grand Body was organized, and basing 
the assumption on the salient points incorporated in the reports, the three 
essential features of progress—development, uniformity, harmony—are 
patently obvious. 

Development: 

There are now twenty-seven Chapters, with a total membership of 2,711. 
Tne increase during the year was twenty-eight, made up of 156 initiations, 
thirty-two affiliations and nine restorations, less deductions from deatns, 
restorations and suspensions, non-payment of dues being 169. While sus¬ 
pensions for non-pay ment of dues appear large, this number is the accumu¬ 
lation of several years. We congratulate the Grand Chapter that there 
has not been a ease of any un-masonic conduct requiring attention. Twenty- 
five Chapters have been instituted and two Chapters are working under 
dispensation. 

Uniformity: 

Owing to the painstaking endeavours of the Past Grand Chapter Officers, 
combined with the enthusiastic participation of the Grand Lecturers, the 
ritual is being assiduously followed, ensuring thereby that uniformity of 
reception, exaltation and comprehension, which is conducive to the success 
of each individual Chapter. 

Harmony: 

On every hand perfect unanimity reigns supreme. This is undoubtedly 
due in no small measure to the solid judgment and diplomacy which has 
been displayed by the Grand Superintendents. The frequent visitations 
of Chapter to Cnapter as indicated in the reports has done much to produce 
this splendid spirit of harmony and concord. We feel that the regularity 
ot holding a Chapter of Instruction in each district has had much to do with 
the splendid efficiency attained, and beg to recommend a continuance of 
this policy. 

Your committee notes with extreme gratification that the Grand Super¬ 
intendents have been zealous in the discharge of their duties and would 
recommend that the rank of Past Grand Superintendent be conferred upon 
each of the retiring officers. 

In consideration of the recommendation tnat the Grand Superintendents’ 
travelling expenses be defrayed when officially visiting the Chapters, your 
committee begs to recommend that a nominal sum of $25.00, from the funds 
ot the Grand Chapter, be paid to each of the Grand Superintendents as an 
allowance towards his expenses.
